W ashington, Dec. 3.— On the stroke 
of 12 Monday the second session of 
the 58th congress will be called to or­ 
der by President Pro Tem Frye in the 
senate and by Speakei Cannon in the 
house. 
W hen the gavels of the pre­ 
siding officers summon the senators 
and 
representatives t> duty, nearly 
every member will be In his seat, but 
only routine business will be transact­ 
ed. 
The chaplains will pray, the rolls 
will be called, the regular resolutions 
of notification will be passed, com­ 
m ittees to inform the president will 
be appointed and adjournment will fol­ 
low out of respect for the deceased 
members. 
The president’s m essage 
generally Is received and read the first 
day, but the senate is punctilious in 
certain m atters and is alm ost sure to 
adjourn as a tribute of respect to the 
late Senator Hoar of M assachusetts 
and the late Senator Quay of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
The 
m essage, 
therefore, 
probably will not be read until Tues­ 
day. 
But there will be enough to attract 
the crowds, which will fill the galler­ 
ies. 
The opening of a session of con­ 
gress has become a flower show. 
Im­ 
m ense floral pieces designed to typify 
the man, or the state, or the district 
he represents are placed upon mem­ 
bers’ desks in both chambers, often 
tim es totally obscuring the man they 
are Intended to com plim ent. 
Besides 
those huge floral em blem s senatorj 
and members are remembered more 
m odestly oy sim ple bunches of flow­ 
ers. 
Admiring constituents, clerks in 
the departm ents, 
w ives and 
sw eet­ 
hearts alw ays see that favorites ln 
both senate 
and house are favored 
with flowers. 
In fact the custom has 
grown to such proportions that those 
who are not remembered in the annual 
gorgeous congressional floral display 
feel that they have been unconscious­ 
ly given greater 
distinction by the 
om ission. 
After the opening day, when the 
m essage of the ; r sidcnt is read, the 
regular business of the session will 
begin and the legislative w heels will 
grind steadily uni I 
March 4, 1905. 
There is plenty to io. 
The calendars 
of both houses ar? loaded will bills of 
all kinds; hundreds of new bills will 
be 
introduced 
and 
com m ittees 
are 
ready to report enough to keep con­ 
gress busy for tw elve months, but in 
the three months congress probably 
will do little more than pass the regu­ 
lar annual appropriation bills. 
There 
has been som e talk of a possible extra 
session. 
The result of the November 
election was scarcely known before 
this talk began. 
Heretofore extra se s­ 
sion rumors have been held In abey­ 
ance until the holiday recess or at 
least until after the election returns 
have been digested, but this year the 
discussion began before the president 
knew how many votes he would have 
In the electoral college. 
The only rea­ 
son why 
such a session should be 
called is because there is a demand 
in certain quarters for a revision of 
the tariff, but many of the incom ing 
congressm en 
during 
the 
past 
two 
weeks have made it plain that they do 
not want tariff revision, and further 
that they do not want an extra session. 
There is one feature of the tariff 
revision talk that has some substance. 
More revenue must be had or there 
must be a curtailm ent of expenditures. 
W ith tt. 
increasing annual appropri­ 
ations. a river and harbor bill, increase 
of the navy, the Panama canal and 
other features of extraordinary dis- 
bnrsement, there will be need of more 
money than present custom s and In­ 
ternal revenues provide. 
An intim a­ 
tion has been made that curtailm ent 
will satisfy many congressional lead­ 
ers, but the majority may determ ine 
otherw ise, in whioh event some reve­ 
nue legislation may be necessary and 
an extra session for that purpose may 
be called. 
But this is said to be a 
remote contingency and the probabili­ 
ties. according to the leaders who are 
here, are that there will be neither 
tariff legislation nor an extra session.

Queerly enough, 1 was more upset at 
the thought of the two mile run in 
the rain and darkness to town thou in 
returning to the house and facing the 
robbers. 
I was out of the house aud 
could hide in sufety till morning, but 
th at idea never came to me. 
I was all for preventing the rob­ 
bery, and pretty soon I skulked back 
to the open window. 
In so doing 1 
saw the outside door of the dining 
room ajar. 
The groom had let the 
robbers In at that door, und the dis­ 
tance from the door to the open ditch 
w as only fifteen feet. 
W hen 1 had re-entered the house 
nnd crept back to the door leading in­ 
to the dining room the fellows hud 
given up trying to open the plate room 
door with a key and were workiug at 
it with iron bars. 
Five m inutes later 
tl.ey had it open, and then the grooiu 
passed out piece after piece, while 
the robbers deposited them in their 
sacks. 
Everything was of solid silver, and 
tcf save space nearly every piece was 
bent or broken by hand or foot. 
The 
trio worked in a hurry, and at the end 
of half an hour the room was empty, 
and live sacks were full. 


1 had been watching everything in 
a helpless way, having no plan and 
no hope, and it was only wrhen the 
men shouldered the sacks to carry 
them out that 1 made a move. 


1 determ ined to try the effect of a 
scare, and as the last of them stepped 
outdoors 
1 fired the pistol into the 
sack on his buck aud shouted at the 
top of my voice. 
It was the groom 
who hud slipped upstairs and locked 
me in, and, though he may uot have 
recognized my voice as I shouted, the 
sudden a la ril caused a greater panic 
than I could have hoped for. 
AH three men started to run. 
The 
groom threw down his sack, but the 
robbers clung to theirs. They all knew 
about the ditch, but in the darkness 
and confusion they made right for it 
and tum bled la one after another. 
As 
they went iu I fired two shota in the 
direction of tlie stables. 
Both cut the two men there so close 
th a t they took to their heels, and thus 
w ith three shots and four or five yells 
I bad scared off a whole gang. 
I had 
even done better. 
Iu falling into the 
ditch the three fellows wrere badly 
knocked about, and when it came to 
climbing out they couldn’t do it, es 
pecially as I was there with my pistol 
in hand and threatened to shoot the 
first man who show’ed his head. 
The row had awakened the women, 
nnd w'hen they came to know w hat 
hud happened they took the horse and 
cart nnd went for the police, while I 
continued to stand guard. 
In an hour 
we had the men out aud handcuffed, 
and next day the other two were ar­ 
rested tw enty miles away. 
The tw o strangers were professionals 
and desperate men, and but for the fact 
th at one had an arm broken aud the 
other a leg by the fall into the ditch 
they could uot have lieeu held there so 
easily. 
They got fifteen years apiece in pris­ 
on, while the others were let off with 
seven, and, though I am not going to 
give exact figures, I will say that Mr. 
M arkham rewarded me so liberally 
thut it was made a red letter night in 
my life. 
The police growled at my 
way of doi^; things, as a m atter of 
course; but, on the other hand, a hun­ 
dred different newspapers said “the 
boy at Beeehenbrook” deserved un 
stinted praise for his conduct, and so 
on the whole, I have alw ays felt ruth 
er proud of the affair,—Philadelphia 
Press.
